Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .111 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Pace indicated that the Office was correct in construing he 
claims to encompass the sequencing of nudeic acids of virtually any length. Mr. Jappy indicated that the key to the 
present invention is that the polymerase is immobilized to the support and that the nucleic add is then processed at 
this fixed site. Mr Jappy added that by having a fixed site at which nucleotides are being incorporated into the nascent 
strand, one can detect the added nucleotide via surface plasmon resonance (SPR) spectrometry, and that by focusing 
on a single polymerase molecule, one is able to determine the sequence of that specific strand, in-espective of other 
strands being present and having different nucleotide compositions. Mr. Sisson pointed to page 11, lines 25-33, as 
speaking to the light extending a "very short distance" and that, depending upon the density of the polymerase and 
transcribed nucleic add strands, one may encounter or detect the signal emanating from other nucleotides being 
incorporated in other and dissimilar strands. Mr. Jappy directed attention to page 5, lines 1924 and 29-33 of the 
specification teaching as to how noise can be avoided. Mr. Pace directed attention to page 8, last paragraph; page 9, 
first paragraph, and page 12 of the disclosure as to how various blocking means can be employed so as to slow the 
reaction down such that each nucleotide being incorporated is detected and identified. Mr. Sisson urged applicant's 
representatives to consider inserting language that would allow for the rate of incorporation not to exceed the rate of 
detection such that each nucleotide incorporated in the nascent strand is in fact detected, thereby resulting in an 
accurate determination of the nucleotide sequence. 

Mr. Pace indicated that the present claims can be distinguished over the claims of the '929 patent in that the focus of 
the '929 patent is to create a nudeic acid out of virtually nothing, in that no template is present. Mr, Pace indicated that 
he will consider filing terminal disclaimers against US Patent applications 10/786,951 and 10/478,036 . 
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
